self-respect is to respect her, and to 
leave to lier legitimate contro! over her 
own destinies,’ The English Protector 
should have a amall staff of clerks and 
writers, capable of issuing and printing 
the requisite notices, preclamations, and 
agreements. in the Chinese language. 
Arrangements should be made for the 
importation of rice and ‘trash’ free of 
duty. By ‘trash’ is meant paper 
money for the dead, incense 
spatchcocked ducks, preserved eggs, 
bamboo shoots, sea-sluge, seaweed, dried 
and aalt fish, ond all the innumerable 
curiositics, edibles, medicaments, and 
condiments in which Chinamen delight. 
Chinamen require no priests ; they rear 
their temples and manage them in their 
own local way. It will be impossible 
to exclude opium: the only thing is to 
minimise the evil by placing it under 
gevernment control, and -giving tho 
labourer a bonus on the profits made 
ont of him to take back home with him. 
The greatest precautions should be 
trken to facilitate the temporary and 
respectful stowage of coffins in properly 
protected places ; and, when the relative 
is prepared to take the corpso home, 
tq make reasonable safo and cheap 
aTrangements for the carriage. There 
are msuy other points connected with 
Chinese fads and prejudices which it is 
impossible to enumerate here, but which 
should be most carefully placed in the 
hands of experts.
